Last week my colleague Lou Gautier 
gamely declared his choice of 22 players

Basically I agree with his 
“selections,” as will most 
fans, 

Where I beg to differ is 
the structure of the squad. 

He picked his 22 as if it 
was a normal squad, going 
into a normal battle ‘against 


an opposition of — equal 
strength. 

I would caution against 
this: for the World Cup 
Australia will need more 
defensive players and less 
strikers, 


Gautier chose six full- 
backs and five midfielders: 
in both categories { would 
take seven. players. 

{ feel his suggested eight 
strikers are a great luxury; 
five would be my limit.

I agree with Gautier on | 


his six fullbacks and then 
add George Harris as the

It is quite likely that Rasic 
will have to play with a 
sweeper and four fullbacks 
all his matches; for three 
games seven defenders seems 
to be an absolute must. 


Harris is an. ideal man 
for close marking; he has 
speed and aggressiveness 


and can play on either flank. 

To Gautier’s five mid- 
fielders I have added two, 
Harding and Tolson. 

I must honestly admit 
that I don’t regard either of 
them as brilliant players but 
both could be most useful, 
in midfield.

The fact is that Mr.

POOR CROWDS 


Provided there is no out- 
side interference this week- 
end, the turn-out in First 
Division — all matches are 
again played on Sunday — 
could be the first true 
pointer to this season’s 
Teague attendances.

Cmalltalk 


Why, I asked Rale Rasic the other day, does he 
still experiment with players in this late, 11th hour 
for the World Cup? 

And furthermore, why does he cling to the hope 
that he might find an orthodox striker who will not 
prove to be utter luxury in the matches where Aust- 
Falia’s back will be fiercely pressed to the wall? 
Rasic, a aie talker and a melancholy figure all 
at once, argued and ed and defended his 
theories without providing an acceptable answer. 

‘We met, by pure accident, at an airport lounge 
and how does one kill a good half hour's waiting 
with a man like Rasic unless chewing the rag about 
soccer. 
One thing emerged crystal clear from the chat: 
Rasic is very conscious of the awesome task facing 
him and his team in Hamburg and Berlin. 


PESSIMISTIC 

If anything, he is increasingly pessimistic about 
the outcomes of this test; he readily i pts that even 
a major disaster is now a possibility. 

T have known Rasic for several years, before 
he even moved to Sydney and stepped into’ the lift 
that zoomed him to the top of the ladder. 

Dering these last few years 1 have admired, 
praised and criticised him, as the occasion demanded 
it 

Now, to an increasing degree, 1 fear for him. 

It seems that, because of the muddle of officialdom 
in our World Cup. preparations, he has lost his 
appetite for a fight. 

It. is also possible — as shown by his surprising 
last minute indecision —- that he has discovered some- 
thing appalling: he hasn't got a team for the Cup, 

In the true sense, Rasic never had a team that 
could have stood the test in Germany with any real 
hope. 

However, at least he had a unit, tried and tested 
in dozens of battles, that. appeared homogeneous, 
mature and, within our limited ambitions, successful. 

In the’ absence of any suddenly emerging new 
stars, he could have kept this unit together, undis- 
turbed and fortified with an open expression of trust, 

Instead, he has decided to dig out from the 
mothball his old litmus paper and test new hopefuls, 
like Reilly, Pye, Ollerton, Pocock, Harding, et al, 
in case this fresh brew somehow, miraculously, tasted 
any better, 

Whether Rasic likes it or not — he doesn’t 
actually —- his course of action will be set for him 
by the circumstances and opponents in the World Cup, 

He will not have the choice of tactics and 
strategies in any of the three matches: Australia will 
defend at least 90 percent of the time, 

Rasie knows this; the players know this; we all 
know this. 

In that case, what options has he got? Only one: 
to blend together a team of defenders and midfielders 

minus any strikers at all. 

Any Ollerton-type of striker, a front runner pure 
and simple, who has to be catered for, will be an 
incredible luxury in matches where the accent is 
heavily or almost exclusively on defence, 

DICTUM 

It is quite likely that sooner or later Rasic will 
accept this dictum and shape his team accordingly. 

Tf so, it wouldn't surprise us a bit to see him 
use one sweeper, four fullbacks and five midfielders 
in two waves —- with no orthodox striker at all, 

Such a team could defend, hold the ball in mid- 
field for at least short periods and occasionally even 
lurch forward, cautiously and probably briefly. 

We do have many midfield ers who can also 
weave an attacking pattern and hit the ball from a 
distance almost as well as the orthodox forwards; 
these latter, however, would be of little use to the 
defence. 

Is this type of formation ultra defensive, perhaps 
even _pessimisti y all means. 

But anything else will be an invitation to Aust- 
ralia’s suicide in the Cup, 

To me it is most amazing that Rale Rasic is 
not using whatever little time there is left to drill 
his team in just such a play. 

Being a realistic man, he must know that. this 
is his only chance of avoiding some aweful drubbings 
e i hands of the two Germanys and even perhaps 

hile. 

One can only sympathise with Rasic for the 
botch our administration has created for him; the 
incredible lack of preparations throughout 1974. 

But he must now live with this unhappy fact 
and salvage whatever he can through cool thinking 
and planning. 

Should the team flop in the Cup, Rasic will be 
the first crucified, not the little known or totally 
obscure officials who had all but sabotaged our 
preparations. 

So far, after each and every World Cup bid, 
Australia’s national coach vanished from the scene. 
Tt would be a pity if Rasic followed them.

Austra

new trend

Which way is soccer heading? This question 
was discussed by many during the World Cup 
and there was an amazing degree of agreement. 


Most observers believe — 
coaches, soccer writers an¢ 
such — that the game is 
entering a new, exciting, 
almost adventurous 

Gone, so they say, are 
the days of teams built en- 
tirely on — defences; the 
failures of Italy and Brazil, 
operating along such lines, 
carry instant proof. 

These two teams attacked 
almost reluctantly not, as 
many believe, because they 
lacked top strikers, but be- 
cause they lacked even 
ordinary mobility. 

And modern soccer, at 
the top, anyway, calls’ for 
tremendous mobility, & 
constant whirl demanding 
90 minutes of running, 

Of course, neither West 
Germany nor Holland or 
Poland for that matter 
clearly the best three teams, 
even if not in this order — 
has built its game on play- 
ers who can run but do 
little else, 


Tactical maturity 


A very high degree of 
individual skill and ‘overall 
tactical maturity must _ be 
added to obtain the right 
brew.

Lesson

Jost on Australian coach 
Rale Rasic, soon, it is hoped, 
commissioned to rebuild 
our national side. 

From now on it will be 
utter luxury to include 
players relying only on 
their technical skill or un- 
able, perhaps unwilling to 
tackle, run and fight for the 
90 minutes, 

It is also imperative for 
us to find players capable 
of playing the ball out of

Not impossible 


Actually, all this is not 
quite as impossible as my 
sacriligious comparison may 
suggest. 

Today's soccer does not 
require the presence of 
many great _—_ individuals, 
rather eleven fit, strong, 
fast and intelligent players. 

With very few notable 
exceptions (the — Becken- 
bauers, Cruyffs, ete.) most 
of the “stars” of the World 
Cup earned their kudos 
because they were outstand- 
ing team men, 

Few, if any, measured up 
to the greats of yesteryear, 
such as Garrincha, Pele, Di 


Stefano, Matthews, Puskas 
and others. 
‘And yet, through their 


good skills and tremendous 
athletic abilities, they were
